Following the game ex-CFL 
coach Jim Trimble classed the 
contest ag the “greatest” Grey 
Cup game ever played. Ti-Cat 
leader Ralph Sazio muttered,

Sportswriters predicted a 
B.C. football dynasty in the 
years ahead. No football buff 
could forsee anything but a fu-

Even the New Democratic 
party, which considers itself the 
most democratically organized 
of the Canadian parties, merely 
reaffirms the leadership at its 
annual conventions.

M home basements are fairly 
dry and maintain a temperature of 
55 to 65 degrees F. Only a few types 
of produce such as pumpkins, squash, 
and tomatoes will store well under 
these conditions. The pumpkins and 


squash to be stored should* be fully 


well in the basement. Spread them 
out in shallow trays or on a table, and 
inspect them frequently. Discard any 
tomatoes which rot or dry out. 


Beans, peas, and popcorn require a | 


cool dry location. An attic, “outside 
porch, or unheated room will provide 
satisfactory storage of these vey- 
etables. The peas and beans should b+ 


kept in polyethylene bags or glass 


jars after shelling. Popcorn may eith- 
er be left on the cob or shelled. Shell- 
ed corn should be kept in an air-tight 
container to maintain moisture con- 
tent. 

A basement storage area, construc- 


ted to allow regulation of tempera- 
ture and humidity; is suggested for | 
storage of beets, carrots, parsnips, | 
cabbage and onions. These vegetables | 


require a storage temperature as near 
to 32 deg. F as possible and a high 
humidity level. Potatoes require con- 
stant temperature of 40 deg. F. If the 
temperature is any lower, spoilage 
will occur.

The extension of National 
Housing Act loans to purchasers 
et older homes — a measure 
now being debated in Parlia- 
ment — is an important step in 
revamping Canada’s antiquated 
housing laws. 


, As helpful asthe new meas- 
ure can bé in widening the op- 
portunities “for Canadians to 
own their own homes, however, 
it represents little more than a 
piece-meal solution for the 
country’s housing problems. 


Up to now, most families have 
been restricted to new housing 
because of the larger down pay- 
ments and higher interest rates 
required on hon-NHA housing. 


As long as the money market 
was relatively, easy and house 
construction was booming, the 
problem of purchasing older 


homes» was pushed into the 
' background. 
This condition prevailed 


through the late 1950s and early 
60s, But as the money market 
tightened, new ,housing starts 
began to decline. Construction 
has drepped 25 per cent. this 
year. ‘ 


In the large Canadian cities, 
+ many families would prefer to 
live closer to downtown. But ur- 
ban redevelopment for private 
housing is impossible due to as- 
‘ tronomical land costs. And un- 
der conventional mortgage ar- 
rangements, not many city resi- 
dents. can afford to. purchase 
“close-in” homes. Even in small- 
cr centers, not everyone prefers 
a brand new home. 


‘The NHA amendments, if not 
wrapped up in excessive red 
tape which would limit the eli- 
gibility of those who would 
qualify for old home loans, will 
thus ease the housing market at 
a time when demand remains 
high. 


It will -be good for the real es- 
tate business; making it casier 
for owners to sell and for buy- 
ers to purchase. 


But the new amendments will 
nol overcome = several. basic 


problems which will continue to , 


plague the housing industry un 
less quite revolutionary changes 
are adopted.

| Clearing operations on the Mada- 
‘waska River hydro reservoir have 
|now reached completion in some areas 
| between Half Mountain Chute on the 
east and Griffith at Highway 41 on 
ithe west. : x 

Last year during the deer hunting 
season the whole course of the river 
where clearing operations, were un- 
derway was closed to hunting. This 
year there are three areas only closed 
to hunting within this area; the rea- 
son being that. clearing operations 
are completed in some areas and not 
in others. 

Because of this it is still essential 
that special precautions be taken dur- 
ing the two week open season for 
deer this year to-protect workmen en- 
gaged in clearing from possible injury 
by bullets from high-powered rifles in 
the three closed areas. 

To institute the Wequired safety 
measures maps have been prepared 
by Ontario Hydro outlining the three | 
closed zones, for the benefit of hunt- 
ers, outlining an approximate one- 
half mile buffer zone around the three 
work areas concerned. 

There are both Crown and private 

lands encompassed with the buffer 
zones concerned and where general 
restrictions will apply. Hunting will 
+ be restricted on all Crown land within 
tthe protected areas and the onus 
will be upon the hunter who hunts on 
private land inside the buffer zone 
described on the accompanying map. 
Generally speaking it is‘ not possible 
for the Department of Lands and 
Forests to restrict hunting on private 
lands without closing the season on 
the game involved in the area. Be- 
cause public notice is being given to 
all hunters respecting these restricted 
areas on both private and Crown 
land, a hunter on private land within 
the buffer zone .or outside it for that 
matter may make himself liable un- 
der Section 18 of The Game-and Fish 
Act 1961-62 (hunting carelessly) were 
a person injured by a careless gun 
handler. 

Therefore, on behalf of the Ontario 
Hydro and the Department: of Lands 
and Forests we request that hunters 
refrain from hunting anywhere inside 
the buffer zones as described. 

Signs will be posted by Ontario 
Hydro on all roads leading to the re- | 
stricted areas and between 6 and 8; 
extra deputy conservation officers are | 
being appointed to keep check in the 
area where work is being conducted 
on clearing the lake basin, as well as 
the rock quarry near the dam site | 
and around the dam site itself.

Hence, the 
term holy days: Christmas, 
Good Friday, Thanksgiving. — 


Then we developed patriotic

' stirring times as Dominion Day, 
now better known as The First 
British Empire and 
Commonwealth and The Queen's 
Birthday; Armistice or Remem- 
’ brance Day. 


Finally, we have a few pure 
pagan holidays tossed in: Labor 
Day; Civie Holiday and New 
Year’s Day. 


Well, let's start at the bottom, 
and eliminate.

Back in the early days of telephone service, telephone 
directories were pretty simple affairs. In fact, the first 
“directories” were simply cards which listed names of all 
subscribers and which early subscribers could keep by 
their telephones. The first tiny book-type directories in 
1880 also just listed the names of those who had tele- 
phones. A little later numbers for the subscribers were 
added. Sometimes the books explained to the customer 
how to speak’over the telephone; warned him not to use 
the telephone during an electrical storm or gave the 
hours that service was available. Ads for everything from 
shoes and livery stables to corsets, mineral water and 
_stoves, bri ghtened the pages. Today's directories also 
contain a fund of information. A section at the beginning 
of the book is ready for you to jot down numbers you 
might need in an emergency. Just by flipping through the 
introductory pages you can find out how to place a con- 
ference call, a call to vehicles and ships at sea or calls to 
150 foreign countries. They list the Area Code numbers 
for many places across Canada and the United States so 
that you can place long distance calls faster. And, for 
the many Ontario and Quebec communities which now 
have Direct Distance Dialing, the directories explain’ all 
about the long distance calls that you can place yourself. 
Also, for communities which have toll-free calling. with 
nearby centers, lists of these communities are provided. 
There’s all this and more in the front of your telephone 
book. . . and in addition at the beginning of the Yellow 
Pages ‘there is a whole page of postal information. Why 
not let your directory help you get the most out of all the 
service that is now built into your telephone? 
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Fifty years ago a telephone repair superintendent 
drew up a set of rules to guide his men in their work. 
Th's was part of his advice: 

Treat everyone as you like to be treated, but don’t 
forget ‘your horse. If you want to know the horse's side 
_ of it, just take off your.ccat and hat some zero, day, 
hitch yourself to the same post with your belt and stand 
ei about two hours. Be courteous and polite; and don't 

afraid to hand out a little jolly occasionally. It doesn’t 
hut anybody’s feelings to be jollied a little.” 

The advice about the horse is now a little out of date, 
but the second part of the advice still applies. Today we 
still try to include “a little jolly” in’ our work ofily we re- 
fer to it as courtesy, politeness and friendliness.

“good losers.” 


1 ask you, how can anyone ap- 
preciate coming out on the 
short end of the stick when he’s 
given it his best shot, mentally 
and physically? It’s just not hu- 
man nature to be able to honest- 
ly congratulate your conquerors 
without showing or feeling re- 
sentment. 


Minor hockey is indeed a fine 
system of offering young boys 
the opportunity of competition, 
as our entire economic concept 
is based upon this challenge. 
But if we are to be honest, we 
will forget the idea of giving cv- 
eryone equal opportunity in 
games. Games are played to win.

Most minor hockey organiza- 
tions have categories in which 
players can be graded, giving 
the poorest lad a chance to 
“‘ritake the team.” This is good. 


However, if a youngster is 
borderline with a Class D team, 
there is no reason he should be 
given as much ice time as the 
better players. His mistakes 
could result (and usually do) in 
defeat, and this often results in 
little Johnny being socially re- 
jected. by his teammates. 
There’s nothing wrong with a 
coach explaining to a boy he 
just isn’t good er ough and sug- 
gesting he try ¢ gain next year. 
Most kids can accept this. In 
fact, most poorcr players real. 
jze it. and need only verbal 
confirmation from the ccach. 


This method eliminates a 
coach's responsibility of having 
to give poorer players “equal 
ice time.” He’s selected the best 
players for his team and can 
juggle them as he desires. Over 
the season you will find they all 
receive their share of ice time. 


Then they can go out and play 
the game to win. Sure, a coach 
will attempt to convince his 
tearm each player must accept 
defeat gracefully, but he real- - 
izes the message doesn’t regis- 
ter. Competition can be fun, but 
only when you win. You don’t 
take part in any sport with the 
idea you're going to lose. 


What the result should be is 
that when a team loses, the 
players don’t become ‘angered 
with officials and the opposi- 
tion, but blame the loss on 
themselves» and strive even 
harder for victory the next time 
out. Then the competitive spirit 
is ingrained.
